— Permit niu, mlvisedly 
ill ii('c(ir(l with H MiiiiDritv of fellow .suttlcr.s, 
to ilc]ii-ecatr tlir uiil.iii' piisilinii uscribial Id 
this diHti-ict with ii i^anl lo imblir I'xpoii- 
ditlU-c. The siuii of i-iglU huuilreii doUurs 
is anuuiiUy uxpt- mU d in this lociilily for the 
mdiutgiinui'e of u sehool. Tliis estiiblish- 
Uiont liiis never linmght about the results 
that iniglit be e>iiieet'fd, mid for obvious 
reasoiiii. The district oweti its creiitiou to 
tM ib'o really i-iire yiveu to thiuiue.Htioniible 
rupresentntioiiH of two or three— proiiiiiied 
by motives uot consisleut with the liberality 
of an Aiiiericftii utmosphere. A majority of 
Hettlers have always iipiireciiited the highly 
mora! and . Hieii-ni training' all'orded by pri- 
vate seliools in this SI rlioii ; conseipii'iitly 
the puliUe suhnol (jn. r-tmn met witli iiiditl'er- 
once from the I'usl. This jissertuin can be 
boniL! out liy Ihe fact tliat of Ihesi.': families 
■within the liistnct. only two hiive over at- 
tended the scliiiol or lieen represented at 
meetings, in fact, the surrouudiuos of the 
Bchool-houso uro such, that the most un- 
feeling parent shoitkl bl'iisli to send thither 
his little ones for thiit instruction which i>^ 
to determine their course in life. An iu- 
s^uoter alao, who givesJ he best part of his 
<^are.to private concenibTiH not likely to win 
the conlidence of pan nls or the atl'ectiou of 
his pupils. Were examples wanting,', the 
teacher uf Williiinib Lake [niblic school 
could be |)iiiiiti il lu. 

The rejiort.s .-.ubiiiilti il fiuiii llii- school, 
as tlie3"apiiear in annual ii ports uf the 
Superintendent of i-'. liicHliun, are lo bi' 
disurudited. 'Id sp.-ak plainly they an' re- 
plete with falselioods. Tlie school act iMo- 
vid'es.that a mcetiiif,' of nil persous cluiminj,' 
a^ole, is to be held ituuiiully for the elec- 
tion of a trustee, eonsideration of trustees 
reports, ifcc No such raeetingH have ever 
been held, yet a full board is always report- 
ed.. The geiitleniaii hulilinj; that utVice must 
linvo be6tt elected four years a;,'ii, if at all, 
;hdtwithslaiidint< iliey still assume the re- 
Bponsibility uf stil on il I i n;; reports, and 
oven of rccoiniiieniliii^ and .^eciirinu u tein- 
poniry certilieate tu a lenehcr, who for 
obyioiis reasons lias re[n.iitedly deoliiieil to 
,quaUfy roHularly. 'I'lie attendance reported, 
coDiliuts sadly with the truth. As I have 
said, but two families within thia district 
have ever attenJeil, these, together, do not 
.number twenty ; some are in swuddling- 
olothea, others are beyond home control fur 
years and have never attended, and the 
number coming to attend from a distance 
has never exceeded, latterly at least, two or 
three, yet a recent reiim-t states that there 
;nre twenty-four in atti-ndani'e, and it is 
added that this srhuol has the largest per 
cent, of atteiiilanei/ of any si hoolin the lun- 
viuce. I uiiglil say that popular Mi iitinient 
is that this Schuol would have been closeil 
long since, were the attendance only doub- 
led in reports. In other particulars the 
reports are etiiially misleading, and it is 
only to be regretted that gentlemen whose 
integrity is uot to be doubted, have been so 
easily used as cats-ianvs in feathering a 
biril's nest, 

Tlicbe consenueiiees have n sulteil from a 
syHteui of iusp(-clion failing to reach every 
school. I hope this will be a lesson for the 
future, and trtisl that |ii-uper iiiithoriticH 
■will see their way i h ar tu niiihe an iniinedi- 
atc investigation uf lli. se charges. The 
conclusion that niu.sl lie ai riied at from an 
impartial i.. pcctiou, would lie the strongest 
spoke iu niy. wheel. In the meantime 
Hliould any of the friends of the school, de- 
sire thrungh the pres>( tu eomiiieiit on iiiiy 
of niy stateuii-iit.--, I must insist that tiiey 
avail thcniseivcs of the nictliuia of Thf 
CuUimsl, and nut — ;rs wasiliuieini a former 
occasion when 1 lie ligh I uf the ilistriet to 
a school was ipiestioned -ri-ply through 
The St.'indard, or any paper not likely to 
come to the notice of the author, or any 
one else in this district. My assertions 
can be all Imii u. uui and others more con- 
evincing linui^lit forward.

EUROPE, 
London, May 18.--'l'l:e linid negotiations 
in regard to the Egyptian conference has 
been concluded. France and Italy insist 
upon their fight to discuss the general ques- 
tion of administriitiou in Egypt. 

MEXICO. 
MliXifo, May IH. -The ( hnmlier of de])- 
uties authorized the preHuh-nt to contract a 
loan of $;il),UOO,UtJO covering §8,000, OUU al- 
ready received by the government. The 
loan vecflntly reported will probably be ef- 
fected in Paris. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, May IS. — Tlu! statemi'iit that a

■\ValeB was brewing is dechireil uiitrui>. The 
prince freely inoved aboiilrrthe vatreetK ami 
iu»de iuau)r .visits .unatt6nd^d. 

RUSSIA. 

St. PKTRiisBtJKO, May 18.— The majority 
of the pisarewitoh was celebrated to-day by 
by various court feasts anil ceremonies. 
The streets wore thronged by enthusiastic 
masses. Tlie C/.iir am I C'/arewitch drove 
through the crowd at iiiidday in an open 
carriage withotit escort. Tl.e poiiulace 
loudly idieeied them. The windows along 
the routo were spi eially ordi reil to lie kept 
closed, i'rinee \\'illiaiii uf (iirmaiiy, in 
the name of the lanpcror. ciuiferred upon 
the t!zarewit<di the decoration 'of tin' order 
of the Black Eiiyle. .Vfter prayers the 
C/.ar^witch took the oath of allegiance to the 
Czar and loyalty to the fatherland, ami 
swore to maintain the legal order of succes- 
sion to the throne.

Bagh. will sail on 
Wednesday from Constantinople with the 
remains of McUhan, ^the .distingu'shed 
newspaper correspondent. 

SPAIN. 

.M.XDUlii, -May IS.- - I he court martial at 
Saragossa for the trial uf four nOieei s charg- 
ed with liesertion, sentiuiceii one major to 
imprisonment f(W life, one lieutenant to im- 
prisouiuout for twenty years, and the others 
to twelve years. 

GERMAN Y. 
Beki.in, May 18. — A courention of fiOi) 
delegates to the national liberal party met 
here to-day. The convention unanimously 
passed resolutions expressing unswerving 
loyalty to the Empress and Empire, and de- 
claring its conviction of the nei'essity of the 
anti-social law, and rosolved to inaintaiu 
uuiuipaired coustitutioiml rights. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Houston, Jlay 18. — Cbas. Taylor, color- 
ed, a brakesinan on the Texas Central, who 

has been conspicuous iu the movement to 
secure negroes .admission to first-class 
coaches, was shot and instantly killed this 
moruing by an unknown lu rson, who tired 
through the wiuilow of the ear, striking 
him in the middle of the fureliend. His ac- 
tion in the matter of the negroes is believed 
to be the catise.

'There shall not be found 
among ymi any coiisiillcr of fnmiliar 
spirit?, or wizard, or neciMmaiicer, for 
tliey who do these things are an abomi- 
nation unto the Lord.' fled never speaks 
of these except with lip.s of indignation, 
Br! a Spiritualist then if you dare!

Spiritualism destroys the health of its fol- 
lowers. Attend their muetitigs and yon 
will see there men with weak nerves and 
clammy hands. Nothing seems to pros- 
per witli them but long hair, which like 
rank grass grows in soft inarshes, (Laugh- 
ter,) I never knew a Spiritualist to have 
a strong nervous system. Thoy are in the 
hrst stages of epilepsy.

The Dominion, after hmdiiiy tlio Can- 
adian Pacific railway syndicate the sum of 
§26,000,000 a short timo since, no doubt 
thought that the pangs of thia national 
boa constrictiir \vi;re ut least momentarily 
appeased, iind that it would be enabled to 
crawl along the track to the end of itb 
journey. Now, surely, everybody thought, 
there will be no more trouble 1 But an- 
other batfh of disquieting rumors assails 
us. It is now said that various directors 
of the syndicate are about to retire, and 
that much of the money lent by the peo- 
ple of Canada in the nicist generous good 
faith has been applied to buying them out! 
ThiB certainly was not the object for 
which the money it an loaned; and to tai^e 
B very mild view of it, the aspect of the 
case is a diaaerreeable one. The matter 
may, however, prove more favorable than 
itapnears. Now wo have had a taste of 
the quality of the syndic;ite, it may bo 
just as economical to get on without it; 
and if the government is prepared to take 
the road they may as well do so Brat as 
last. Fortunately the same urgency for 
completing it does not exist, as owing to 
the Northern Pacific being now in run- 
ning order this province is in a great mea- 
sure independent of other Cdmnuuiication 
with the east and can afl'ord to wait. It is 
hinted that the road has been mismanaged. 
The question is not an agreeable one to dis- 
cuss — that ill eonsciiuciice of tlie goveni- 
nient'B lirst iiuirtgngL' on tlic property of 
the company their bonds cannot lie lloated. 
Very likely. But if the country really must 
lose the B}'udicate we trnst that the memory 
of the dear departed will prove a snfticient 
consolation to prevent its ever getting an- 
(itluir. If we can avoid such a monopoly 
.so lunch the better, and it was in this spirit 
that The Colon ist advucatod the h>au which 
was granted the syiulic;ite some time ai,'o, 
in order that the public might ut least have 
som« interest in tin- line, and not be wholly 
at the mercy of the comijauy, No doubt 
the mere mention of the retirement of the 
Byndicate will cause a crowd of syndicates, 
both foreign and domestic, to apply to build 
the road. Then' is evcfiy reason to beliove 
that the syndicate business is a profitable 
one.nml though a company may fail ostensi- 
bly, that is a mere formal busi- 
ness which really enables the sharii- 
liolders- to get rid of the orange after 
it hii.s been .sucki .1. liailway nwuiijiulatioii 
has become such an abstruse science that 
it is almost impossible to compete with its 
professors, and it is probable that if fifty 
syndicates wore formed one after the 
other to build the Canadian Pacific they 
would all retire personally benefitted from 
making their little essay at linisliing the 
road. Tlio- present vice of railway manage- 
ment may be almost s.iiil to have degener- 
ated into a kind of gambling, which in the 
end will probably have to be checked by 
the state. Every company seems smitten 
with an insatiable greed to absorb every 
other road, an ambition alike injurious to 
the interests of the companies and the 
public. Thia not only applies to railway 
affairs over the border, but in Canada, and 
we believe that the Orand Trunk in addi- 
tion to, Heaven knows how many leased 
lines, would gobble up the Canadian Pa- 
cific without the slightest compunction. If 
the govorumont have • to take over the 
line it is to bo hoped they will pu.sh it even 
if a little more time should be i>ccupied. 
As regards this prcjvince it will be a pity if 
the completion of the lino is delayed; but as 
already''&tated we are not left in the isola- 
ted condition we onco were, but in conse- 
quence of the excellent arrangements ex- 
isting for quick transport of both freight 
and paaaengors on the Northern Pacific 
we are comparatively independent; and 
while hoping for the best we can afTurd to 
wait the issue of events whatever they may 
be. 



FARM LANDS LYINd IDLE. 

To keep our bodies and minds healthy 
every, faculty should be e.xurcised, and in 
the same way a country s growth and 
healthful prosperity are secured by a ju- 
dicious use of all its resovircea and advant- 
ages, nothing being allowed to go to waste. 
This province has many advantages and 
will have many more on thecompletion of 
the railways. It devolves upon us to make 
the moat of those advantages. Much 
might bo aaid about tho undeveloped re- 
sources of the country, but the (uio we 
wish to speak of now is the quantity of 
good land that is allowed to lio idle on 
thia Island. There are acres of fertile 
land which ought to be convortod into 
productive farms. Tho ClunoHe seem to 
have a monopoly of garden produce at 
present, but the demand exceeds the sup- 
ply and there is no reason why white 
farmers should not undertake to main- 
tain the Victoria market with vegetables. 
Another supply which is eiG^naliy deficient 
on the Island is dairy produce. Does it 
not seem ridiculous that we, with such 
fine pasture and farming lands, have to 
import so much in thia line.' Tliis busi- 
ness can be carried on very profitably in 
connection with farming as the women of 
a family can take charge of most of the 
work. There will always be a market in 
Victoria for milk, butter, ogga and f(nvls. 
Canada is now exporting these products, 
though a few years ago she could not 
supply her homo market. Why cannot 
wo do the same thing! rnunigrants with 
a little money to invest should lie advised 
to take up these lands and enter into 
what promises to-be a very profitable oc- 
cupation.' JTust now those lands can be 
liad ut quite reasonable rates, but no tloubl 
the prices will soon be advanced as the 
Island railway, by bringing these lands 
within easy reach of the seaport, will 
greatly enhance their value.

To THE Editob. — will excuse "Im- 
migrants" Nos. 1 and 2 and others from 

showing that my charge that temperance 
follows in the wake of the Christian re- 
ligion is not true. I took tho precaution 
of ascertaining tho best reply from K. C. 
and Protestant clergy. I know that there 
is no response but such as ought to make 
ovory Christian hang his head in shame. 

That the heathen have prohibition in 
tlioir religions and are sober; that we 
have alcohol in our religion and are 
drunken, are extremely suggestive facta 
which cannot much longer bo ignored. 
Knowing these facts, I was not much sur- 
prised that tho best answer to my charge 
that Christianity is responsible for Cauca- 
sian intoniperunce, and for its introduc- 
tion in America and elsewhoro is that of 
the prisoner in thu dock who, when asked 
by the judge whether he is guilty or not 
guilty, replies by asking tho judge 
whether ho haa no vicea or never did 
wrong himself? I asked a priest whether 
if wo had had the Mohammedan religion, 
for instance, we would have had sobriety, 
ho said "yes;" but that we would have 
luid other evils. Another roforrod to 
hoathon vices. Of course this makes 
Christianity merely a choice of evils, and 
is a confession uf guilt! 

A Protestant clergyman made a worse 
attempt to answer me. How humiliating, 
after all we have been told of tho Chris 
tian religion from our youth up! 

But even as a choice of evils Christian- 
ity would be a bad choice, for heathendom 
presents no vice at all comparable to ii.- 
temperance. Let those, too, who point 
to heathen vice remember the adage 
about glass houses and stone throwing, 
and the admonition concerning tho "beam 
in thine own oyo" and keep silence. 

It seems necessary to say that 1 do not 
charge Christianity with being the origi- 
nal cause of Caucasian intemperance, but 
with being responsible for it for two 
conclusive reaatms, viz: — lis failure to 
control it and, by standing in the way 
of a religion (tho Moliammedun) which 
wanted to control and would have con 
trolled it. 

Its stimulus to Caucasian intemperance 
has involved the continents of N. and IS. 
.America and many other places in alci>- 
holic woe. Temperate nations have been 
nearly uxterminated in consei|uence . 

Let no more be said of the "mistakes 
uf iMosea." They were comparatively in- 
nocent. But the mistake of putting alco- 
hol, the great crime producer, in a religion 
instead of prohibition, the great crime 
preventer, is overwhelmingly disastrous. 
It could not bo divorced from Christian 
ity, therefore the latter was expelled from 
Asia, and has never been able to obtain 
a footing there ai;ain. Tlic Asiatics will 
not have a religion with alcohol m it. 

A rev. tomperanco lecturer is a man 
who deals out alcohol on Sunday and suys 
it is of God, and on Monday says it is of 
the devil. As it is only those that "Im- 
migranta" resurrect to antedate me in 
temperance work in British Columbia, 1 
do not recognize them astomporance men, 
and therefore my claim still holds good. 
"Immigrant" Ko. 2, after slandering the 
heathen, and asking you t] take his word 
for it, leaves mo to "other correspon- 
dents" in regard to the main issue, as well 
he may. Uia trick of trying to direct at- 
tention into another channel haa worked 
badly.

Two niea Wiio Propose to 
Cross tlic Coatinent on 
Tlicir "Silent 
Ste«ls." 

(Boston Herald.) 

Arrangements have been made for a 
novel bycicle trip between W. M. Wood- 
side, champion of Ireland, and W. J. 
Morgan, champion of Canada, who are 
about to start on a 70-day crossing-country 
bicycle tour, which will require a ride of 
4,800 miles. They are to leave New 
York City May 1st and will inaku llieir 
first stop at Philadelphia, where they will 
give an exhibition. They will also visit 
Washington, Baltimore, Pittsburg, Col- 
umbus, Fort W'ayne and Chicago. They 
then go westward lo S:ui Francisco, via 
.Salt Laku City . The entire distance is to 
bo ridden ou the bicycle, except wdiere 
the roods are too bad, in which event the 
men are to walk. At each city they will 
give an amateur race under the sanction 
of tho League of Aniuricau wheelmen, 
open to local riders, for gold oiedals. 

Woodside v/as born in Philadel[)hia, is 
twenty-three years of ago, stands six feet 
\ inch, and weighs 105 pouiida. He won 
the 10 and 50-milo ch.ampionship of Ire- 
land at Dublin in 1882 against some 
dozen competitors. The best 1? to 10- 
mile records were also mado by him at 
the Institute building last May, and the 
25, liO, and ;i5-mile championships wore 
won by him at Chicago in December, ISSu 
Last May al tho Iiiatitute building he 
participated in tho race of bicyclea vs. 
horses, boating Prince 70 miles, the con- 
teal being of six days' duration, 10 huura 
per day. 

Morgan ia n native of NVales, is twonty- 
tlireu years old, atanda fivu feet eight 
inches and Weigha 150 pounds. His prin- 
cipal reaoes were tho one and two-mile 
championship contests in Canada, in May, 
1881, he winning both. In the twenty-six 
hour contest for tho chanipionahip of the 
world, al New York, in .lanuary, 188li, 
ho came in second of eight men. Two 
years ago he appeared at thu Institute 
building against Prince, Robinson, Thom- 
aa and George Harrison and others, mak- 
ing a creditable record. His latest race, 
October 20, 1883, was in Chicago, vvliere 
there were seven starters, the event being 
a sBvenly-lwo-hour race, twulve hours 
each day. Morgan caino in second, hav- 
ing covered 886 miles, and being but two 
miles, nine laps behind Prince, the win- 
ner. The track was eleven laps to the 
mile. 

The Institute management has arrang- 
ed for a benefit to be given to Woudaide 
and .Morgan no:<t Saturday evening, which 
promises lo bo novel as well as interesting. 
Both men will appear ai the e rganl eua- 
tumea specially prepared fur Lhoir trip, 
and will carry the silk flags presented 
them at Chicago, at their recent benefit 
in that city. In their saddle-bags they 
will carry three days' proviaioiia, their 
seven-shooters, extra parts fur repairs, 
spare clothing, linen, etc. .After riding 
a milo in these road costumes, they will 
participate in a two mile contest in racing 
trim, both men starting from the scratch, 
and as this track is seven laps to the mile, 
fast time is confidently expected. 'I'lie 
adventurous bicyclers are to be iiresenlod 
with floral tributes from a number of 
lady friends. Mr. John M. Little of tiie 
Institute has been invited to act as master 
of ceromunies.

New Yokk, May 14 — A cable special 
to tho World from London of May 13th 

says: Another phase uf the morganatic 
marriage muddle came tu li<..;lit to day. 
It ia now stated that (Jueen Victoria, when 
alio learned that tho (Jraiid Duke Louis of 
Hesse had dishonoured the memory of his 
dead wife the Princess Alice, and ignored 
the claims of bis semi-betrothed, tho 
Princess Beatrice, by contracting a self- 
handed alliance with iho Rusaian Mine. 
Dakalamiio, became furiously indignant 
and raised a British row right at the mar 
riaga feast of the Princess Victoria. De 
terniined to keep him in the family, she 
compelled the duke to accompany her and 
Beatrice to Windsor Castle under the 
threat of her royal displeasure, which 
meant a great deal, coining from a rich 
and powerful mother-in-law to a povorty- 
atrickon German princeling. 

The Queen, having thus secured the 
temporary separation of the duke from his 
morganatic spouse, set her confidential 
agents at work to investigate all the de- 
tails of the morganatic marriage, tho an- 
tecedents of the bride and especially the 
particulars of tho oll'enaea for which she 
was divorced and of hor3omowhat"ahady" 
career in general. Tho result has been 
that her Majesty has become satisfied that 
there were certain flaws in the morganatic 
marriage which are suthcieiit to invalidate 
il. The proper ofliceri have therefore 
received ord ra to coiicol an oflicial denial 
that the morganatic marriage ever took 
place at all. The public may now expect 
lo receive in the near future this official 
denial, coupled with tho explanation that 
the Grand duke was deceived.
